They Are Ruined.

The GarrmeLD party are trying to con-
#olo thomselves with the reflection that the
result in Malne §s not st bad for them as It
might have been, This is undoubtedly true.
$'hoy might have lost their Governor under
20,000 Demooratic majority, and all five of
the membera of Congress.

But when we remember that 16,000 has
beou the average Republican majority on
Governor in the yeara sluoe the party was
oryganized, snd that the leaders have clalmed
A majority of from 6,000 to 10,000 in this con-
toat, and exp d litle doubt of thelir
ability to elect all the Congressmen, one
would supposo that the actual facts were
bhard enough to endure without trying to
fmngine bow much more lotolerable they
might hnve beon.

New York in the Next Congress,

Emulating the example of thelr brothren
fn Maine, the Demoerats of New York
ghould now resolve not only to give the
Blate to HaNooCok and Exarisy, but to se-
curoe a moajority of the thirty-three mem-
bors In the next Congress. In 1878 they
carried only eight distriets, and in two of
those the suceessful candidates were called
Independent Democrats, The death of Av-
EXANDER SMITH, whom the Hepublicans had
chosen fu the Westchester district, enabled
the Democrats to elect WALDO HuTomins to
the vacaney; and thus the delegation in the
preseat Houss stands twenty-fuur Repub-
Means and nine Democrats,

It will be the fault of the Demo-
crats i this condition of affairs 18 not
materinlly changed this fall. From Suffolk
up the Hudson to Albany there are sixteen
districts. Republicans ropresent seven of
them Io this Congress, In the coming No-
vember the Democrats can carry the whole
slxteen districts excepting twont the ut-
most; and with the tide setting strongly In
thelr favor, they oan capture ono of thess
two. Buch a result would glve the Demoe
orats fifteen members from the enstorn
and southern portions of the Btate, It
would take only two more to insure them a
muajority of the delegation, and these two
ean be found in the Rochester nnd Buffalo
districts, provided the candidates are popu-
lar cltlzens, and entire harmony prevalls in
tho ranks of the Democraey.

In addition to the districta wo bave
mentloned, there are two or three others
in the State where, with good luck,
Democratlc nominees might be chusen,
At all events, it will requiro an unusual
amount of blundering in selecting candi-
dates and an  extracvdinary amount of
apathy al the polls for the Domocrats to do
Jess than secure a majority of the delegation.

It would seem that the writer of the first
lettor Is o free trader, and that the writer
of the second Is & protectionist, We tell
thum both frankly that thoro {8 no extra-
prdinary practical lmportance In the sub-
ject thoy are discussing., As to the quos-
tlon whether the Democratle party is in
Iavor of reo trade, we answer that, while
there has never been In this country an
out-and-out free trade party, yet during a
considerablo part of their carcer the De-
moerney havo beon more or less influeneed
by fres trade oplnlons, At the samoe time
they have often Leen led by declded pro-
tectionlists, nnd have always had gome pro-
tectionists among their influentinl men.
Len. Jacksoy, for instance, wua n protec-
tlonist, and some of the most lmportaot
Demoorats of the present day have protec-
Ltonist leanings,

In the same way, while there nre earnest
Tree traders among the Republicans, that
party aro yet more Inclined to the doctrines
&nd policy of protection than the Democrats
sre, They also have the disadvantage of
belng responsible for the present tavilf and
Tor the many atroclous and esaggerated
Teatures which It eontains,

Yot the truth remnains that, whatover
party I8 in power, and whether the majority
of Congress be Republiean or Democratic,
the polley of the country must be ln effoct
B protectionist polley, because thera la an
unavoldable necessity of lovylng high ratea
ol duty upon all kiods and ¢lasses of Ime
ported goods, We have, and shall have for
an indeflulte perlod to come, an envrmous
publie debt, which must finally be pald;
while the means of digeharging the acoru-
Ing luterest wust coustantly be provided,
The admiuletration of u country 8o bl ag
thils must also bo costly, oven with the
hilghest degroe of economy; and thus an
lmmenso revenus must bo ralsed every
yoear, To nceomplish this end, a systom of
direct taxation Is out of the question, 'Lhe
people would not stand It, and the party
whith should attempt to apply it would
promptly bo turned out of power, We must,
then, raly partly upon oxelse taxes such as
thuse lovied under our Juterna) revenye
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Thers I8 no avolding this conelusion. FPat
the free tradors In powoer, and, so far as
ralsing rovenue s concorned, thelr moethods
must be pbout Lhe gnino ns Lhoso of the pro-
tectionisla,

All that I8 now to be fearsd or expeetod
from the Democracy in the direction of free
trade I8 the removal from the tariff of
ubusow, cxtravagances, and foatures of un-
Justifinblo special protection, Lo this way
o groat deal thet s right and proper may
be hoped for s the result of Demooratic
guccess; and that (s wll.

The Public Charities of the State.

The disposition showi of late by the Stute
Poard of Charitios to snub the State Charl-
ties Ald Associntion munkos tho luat sonunl
report of the lutter organigation of exocp-
tional Ioterest, I is s volunteor sockely,
which up#ertakes to work by Lho side of tho
State Board, nnd W porform s duty which,
wi nee lod Lo Infer, 18 bayond the reach of the
offieind body.

But the State Toard, during the last year,
hos plainly Indleated that 1t doess not wish
the sort of nesistance the voluoteer socloty
offers, snd hns so procesdsd as to convines
the Ald Assoclation that ite purposn ls to
erush it out of existenco. The Commisslon-
ors of Charitles, Indesd, soem b resent its
naslstance as unneoesaary and a hindranes,
and have used their influenoe to prevent the
admittance of ita visitors into the publio fn-
etitutione. They may thiok that the two
sots of visitors, the official and the volun-
toor, interfers with each other, or thoy mnay
have a poor opinfon of amateur charity ns
an advisor In regard to the management of
Btate institutions, -

And, Indewd, somothing more than chari-
table gentiment, howwoever active and laud-
able it may be, Is cequired in a person to fit
him to undertake the eriticism or amend-
ment of o system of public ehurities g0 com-
prahenslve and so complicated as that of
thie great State. Dot the work dona by the
State Charlties Ald Association hasone very
beneticent object which seems not to loter-
fere with tho work of the offielal Commis-
givners, It is that of drawing the attention
of the people In every county to the chari-
table institutions in their nelghborhood. A
Hvely intorest In tho hoapltals, aeylums,
and poorhouses of the State is thus kept up
asmong thoe mors fortunate class of resi-
durits, and the wellare of thelr lomates be-
comee & matter of concern to the most
kindly disposed people of the community.

We find from the annual report of the as-
goointion that it has Visiting Committees of
Indies and gontlemen In twenty-soven coun-
ties of the State, and lye Stauding Commit-
tees of the Ceutral Assuclation in this city.
About seventy-five pages of the report are
taken up with a record of what these com-
mittees have done during this yoar.

In accordance with the lnw of 1875, requir-
ing the removal of all children over three
years of age from the poorhouses, the vis-
itors have boen lnstrumontal in founding a
tomporary home for Proteatant children in
Westehester County, the Roman Catholics
having already looked out for thelr share of
tho children. Ooe of the committecs ls
endeavoring to secure the passage ol a
bill which provides for the erection and
malnténance in the Becond Judicial District
of & houso ol correction lor women between
the ages of il{teen and thirty, convicted of
misdemeanor. The kiea 18 to make n first
step toward the establisnment of o reforma-
tory for women after the plan of that of
Massachusetts, for lnstance.

A gubgomimittes is con. ‘cring the ques-
tion of what s the best form of labor for the
able-bodled Inmates of poorhouses through-
out the State. Superintendents of the Poor
and keopers of poorhouses report the need
of something that will more fully occupy
theso poaupers duriog the winter season
espocinlly, Another committee sturted, in
1879, the movewent for teuement house re-
form which brought about important amend-
ments to the Tenement House act, and led
tothe incurporation of the associntion which
will ghortly begln the construction of ln-
proved tenoments on Firat avenuo botween
Seventy-lrst nod SBeventy-second gtroots,
The plot of land contulng slxteon city lots,
and the bulldings, which are to be glx storles
high, will accommodate 240 famillies, with
from two to four rooms in each apartment.

The Visiting Committees in the different
counties of the State reporta careful inspec-
tlon of the publie Institutions of charity,
and offer many suggestions for thelr fin-
provement. The wvisitors in this county,
for Ipstance, make tho eame eriticisms on
the management of the public charities
which Mra. JoserHise SHaAw LoweLn of
the Btate Board has so often offered. The
superintendents of the institutions and thoir
subordinates are not selected because of
thelr ftness for thelr places, but are glven
the ofMices ns & reward for political service,
A population of 11,000 lunatics, drunkards,
eriminals, infants, blind, aged, and slck ara
under the control of Commbssioners of Char-
itlea who usually enter upon the office en-
tirely unfamliliar with thelr dutles. They
have charge this year of the disbursemont
nf $1,548,885.04 for the malnteénance of these
unfortunnte creatures.

Onpe thing about thls assocliation 18 very
creditable: it Is managod with excoptional
oconomy. Its total expenses for the year
waore less than §4,600,

Justly Punished.

Tho Republican Conventlon at Chleago
would not take Jaxes G, BLAg, the popular
Senator of Maloe, because bo had been ae-
cused—meroly snocused--of having soiled his
hands in questionable transactions, And
yvot BLarse 15 tho most brilliant, the most
dashiog, aud the most popular of Repub-
Hean leaders, His nomioation would Lave
clectriflod the majority of the party; but
